Pig Iron, 1" 4 recent issue The Scotsman of Edin- 

' burgh voiced this alarm, saying that the 
Scottish market would prove unable to meet the rush 
of orders from all the consuming centers of the East- 
ern States without seriously embarrassing British 
consumers. Prompt despatch being desired in the 
case of all American orders, The Scotsman notes with 
surprise that it has been found necessary to charter 
special steamers, a thing that has not happened in 
the present generation of shippers. 

If the American demand for Scottish iron is main- 
tained into 1907—and the indications point that way 
—it is thought by The Scotsman that a condition of 
things may be created which will sadly hamper the 
British trade. There are now no reserves of pig-iron, 
public or private, of any consequence to fall back 
upon, such as have been in existence in the past. A 
year ago there were about 92,000 tons of Scottish iron 
in reserve, and at the opening of 1900 there were 277,- 
ooo tons. To-day the stocks are practically nil, while 
the demand is unprecedented. 








ARE we neglecting an opportunity for trade with 
the South American republics? Do we realize the 
importance of the countries to the south

America, 2° fat as South America is concerned? 

Do we know that Buenos Ayres, Rio Ja- 
neiro and Santiago de Chile compare favorably with 
New York, Washington and Chicago? 

In discussing these questions Mr. John Barrett, 
United States minister to Colombia, takes the view 
that the United States is sadly neglecting its oppor- 
tunities; that our merchants and manufacturers are 
blind to their interests in the great neighboring repub- 
lics ; that we are losing trade through culpable ignor- 
ance of the situation. 

These assertions, made by a man of Mr. Barrett’s 
official standing should be duly weighed. by all Ameri- 
cans who know that their country has even now a 
very pressing need of foreign markets, and that this 
need will be intensified as the years roll by. 

“There can be no better evidence that we have 
neglected our trade with Latin America than the pres- 
ent condition of our commerce with that part of the 
world,” says Minister Barrett in a recent article in 
the Sunday magazine of the Chicago Record-Herald. 
“The total foreign commerce of the Latin Republics, 
including both exports and imports, is now valued at 
nearly two thousand million dollars. If we examine 
the official statistics, however, we find that last year 
only four per cent of the total exports from the United 
States went to Latin America, and that only thirteen 
per cent of our imports found their origin in our sis- 
ter nations. We bought far more than we sold, mak- 
ing a heavy balance of trade against us, approximately 
one hundred and twenty million dollars. The total 
exports of the United States in 1905 to Latin Amer- 
ica were valued at one hundred and eighty-two mil- 
lion dollars, while the total imports into the United 
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States from Latin America reached the larger sum 
of three hundred and nine millions. There is no valid 
reason why we should not sell to Latin America as 
much as we purchase from it. * * * 

“In studying the causes that act as deterrents -to 
Pan-American accord, we must emphasize the lack 
of first-class passenger and mail steamship service such 
as characterizes the systems of communication between 
Europe and Latin America. The long-established and 
well defined association of Latin America with Europe 
has been immeasurably encouraged by the excellence 
of the steamship facilities. If the average merchant 
and traveler of South America could reach New York 
with the same comfort and speed that he can proceed 
to Paris, there would be at once a vast and radical 
change in the situation favorable to the United States.”’ 

Mr. Barrett was formerly minister to the Argentine 
Republic, and is familiar with business conditions 
throughout South America. He believes that the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of the United States should 
secure the greater part of the trade ‘which Europe now 
controls, and his suggestions toward that end should 
have the most serious and careful consideration. 








Tue use of denatured alcohol in the industrial arts 
has yet to be developed, but all the surface indications 
point to its very general adoption in 

Uses of many industries soon after’ January 1, 

Denatured = i907, when the act of congress designed 

Alcohol. , , 

to promote its use goes into effect. There 
is no doubt that manufacturers of hardware among 
others will avail themselves of the cheapened alcohol 
and in many of the metal industries it is likely to find 
a useful place. 

The Committee of Manufacturers formed to assist 
in securing cheaper alcohol for industrial purposes 
find the regulations prescribed by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue under the new law to be generally 
satisfactory. This committee, of which Mr. Henry 
Dalley of New York is chairman and which includes 
gentlemen like Mr. Henry R. Towne, president of The 
Yale & Towne Manufacturing Company of New York, 
is closely watching the interests of those on whose 
behalf Congress removed the tax from alcohol made 
unfit for beverage purposes. They report that the 
requirements of the regulations in regard to the pro- 
duction, sale and use of denatured alcohol can easily 
be complied with, and will make it possible for con- 
sumers of this material to secure it at a very moderate 
price. j 

The true value of denatured alcohol for use as a 
fuel has yet to be determined, and is a question apart 
from its other uses in the arts and manufactures. 
While it has not the heating power of kerosene or 
gasoline, it possesses several decided advantages over 
them, notably in the comparative safety with which it 
can be used and the possibility of extinguishing its 
flames with water, whereas water applied to burning 
gasoline simply extends its flame. The supply of 
gasoline, too, is necessarily limited by the output of 
refined petroleum, of which it represents about 2 per 
cent, and its price therefore may be expected to main- 
tain an ascending scale, particularly having regard to 
the enormous demand for gasoline for motor pur- 
poses. Here denatured alcohol is likely to come into 
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use as a substitute and in this and other ways yet to 
be developed it will probably demand recognition as a 
fuel. 








In A late issue of “American Industries,” published 
under the auspices of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, we find the results of the 
Pies _— ne Trent congressional election carefully 
Co bi ot = Enapsummed up in their relation to the prob- 
lems of labor and capital and particu- 
larly with reference to the entry into the campaign of 
Samuel Gompers and the American Federation of 
Labor. After recounting the well-known incidents of 
the Gompers campaign, the editor of “American ‘In- 
dustries” asserts that labor’s is not the only lesson 
taught by the results. The political philosophy which 
was manufactured for use in the recent campaign, he 
says, tends to breed class hatred almost beyond any 
rectifying. It tends to destroy the confidence of indi- 
viduals in individualism, to accentuate the alleged 
benefits of collectivism. 

“This is going to end just where the hopeful, de- 
cent, hard-working, everyday, common-sense people 
of this country. want it to end,” concludes the writer 
for the manufacturers. “They can put a stop to the 
reckless extremities to,which individualism would go. 
They can recognize and furnish the right proportion 
of government, and. state, and municipal regulation 
and not be,in danger of public ownership; and by 
finding and preserving this balance they can always 


‘preserve the great republic. They can say to organ- 


ized !abor, or to a thousand millionaires, ‘You have 
gone far enough; there are others of us, let us 
alone!’ They can say to labor, ‘Try the scheme of 
working interestedly for awhile, and see whether the 
employer can refuse to give you your larger deserts 
in the distribution of the product.’ They can say to 
the employer, ‘Be fair with the men—in your treat- 
ment of them, in your arrangement for sharing fairly 
with them your joint production. You will have to do 
that, no less, no more.’ 

“Pretty soon, under such a set of circumstances, the 
strike would disappear; it would not be necessary or 
desired. The strike bill and the special class legisla- 
tion would disappear, because it would not be neces- 
sary, because no favor could be obtained that way. 
Employer and employe would again be friends, or if 
not personal friends or friends at all, at all events 
sympathetic with each other in the common cause of 
living, no matter how large or small the home; there 
would be better production, transportation, merchan- 
dising; better contentment, based upon better confi- 
dence, which, under the fair deal, would mean an even- 
handed justice under all the different kinds of law. 
We speak glibly of the fair deal, not seeming to realize 
that it epitomizes the instant feeling of nearly all 
American men; a principle which they would fight 
physically to defend, but which they rather think they 
can protect well enough just by going to the polls and 
voting as they please.” 

It is an ideal picture that is painted by the writer 
in “American Industries,” but one not incapable of 
realization. Common-sense can and should end the 
“irrepressible conflict,” and. common-sense will: come 
to the rescue just as soon as capital and labor awake 
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to a realizing sense of the necessity of their standing 
shoulder to shoulder in the coming fight for the 
world’s markets.

The “knocker” is an individual who meets with but 
scant esteem among the generality of men, but as a 
ruffler of equanimity he is a weak imitation of the real 
thing.

While on the subject I am reminded of a pounder 
of another kind who brought woe and weariness to 
one long-suffering soul. This pounder was a tinner, 
who flourished—his mallet—in the days when seam- 
welding was done largely by hand. He had a shop 
on Canal street, on the ground floor of a building that 
was occupied by concerns of all descriptions. Right 
overhead was the business office of a printing com- 
pany, whose presiding head was a man of about fifty, 
who had formerly been the shepherd cf a small flock 
of Methodists up in Wisconsin. He was a kindly 
soul, but when immersed in business details was easily 
set on edge, and when he got that way he was a ter-

HOW TO SELL STOVES. 








In a recent address before a gathering of hardware 
men, Mr. W. T. Leckie, Michigan salesman for The 
Estate of P. D. Beckwith, Dowagiac, Mich., made 
the following pertinent and interesting remarks upon 
methods of selling stoves: 

“I know the average retailer is a busy man, and he 
often says: ‘If I spent the time the average traveler 
thinks I should spend with him I would not accom- 
plish anything; Now, gentlemen, you are in busi- 
ness to make money, and in order to sell a thing suc- 
cessfully, the only way to learn about them is to go 
to the factory where they are made and see them made, 
which many of you have not the time to do, or listen 
to the traveler. 

“Another thing, gentlemen, is that it is as necessary 
for the clerk to know about your goods as it is for 
you. How many of you take your clerks into your 
confidence, or give them all the information you know 
about what you are dealing in? How is a clerk, if you 
do not do that, going to explain your goods to the 
customers? I believe the best thing the retailer can 
do is to educate the clerk on any article that you wish 
him to sell. And I believe it is just as essential for 
the clerk to try and learn, and pick up all the knowl- 
edge he can, as it is for his employer to inform him. 

“Another very necessary thing in the selling of 
stoves, or any other article, but more especially in 
stoves, is that of display. I am sorry to say that I go 
into many stores where the proprietor, though he has 
been successful in many ways and has made money, is 
a little bit negligent in the display of his goods. I 
have goné into stores where I have seen stoves covered 
up with blankets or harnesses or dishpans and nothing 
to see about the stove but perhaps the legs, or the ex- 
treme top, and this man will tell me that he has not 

been as successful in selling stoves as Jones over there, 
that he cannot sell them; and one of the great reasons 
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why he does not sell them is because he does not dis- 
play them. I believe when a lady walks into a store 
to buy a range or any other article, it is half sold when 
it appeals to or strikes her fancy, and in order to do 
that it ought to be clean and polished up and made at- 
tractive, but it should not be covered up with a lot of 
other goods entirely foreign to stoves.”

INLAND EMPIRE DEALERS’ CONVENTION. 








Advices to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN from Spokane, 
Wash., are to the effect that elaborate plans are being 
worked out for the second annual convention of the 
Inland Empire Implement and Hardware Dealers’ 
Association in Spokane, January 16 to 19, when it is 
expected 500 members from eastern Washington, 
northern Idaho, northeastern Oregon and southern 
British Columbia will be in attendance. E. E. Lucas 
of Davenport, Wash., will preside and Mayor Floyd 
L. Laggett will welcome the visitors. A banquet 
will be given the evening of January 17, and other 
evenings will be devoted to theater parties and skating 
in the roller and artificial ice rinks. 

While the program has not been prepared in detail 
several eastern dealers and manufacturers will prob- 
ably be among the speakers, while it is believed the 
legislative committee will be ‘called upon to draft an 
anti-peddling law to be submitted to the incoming 
legislatures of Washington, Idaho and Oregon. 

Peddlers from the eastern and middle western 
states have been, it is said, a source of annoyance to 
established dealers for several years, the result being 
a long-drawn-out legal battle which ended in the 
federal court, in which Judge Whitson granted an in- 
junction restraining anyone from interfering with the 
itinerant dealers. The anti-peddlers law now on the 
statute books was loosely drawn and has been de- 
clared to be ineffective. 

Other matters of benefit to the dealers will also ‘be 
taken up for action.

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WRITING BUSINESS LETTER THAT WILL BE 
ANSWERED. 





How can I write a business letter that will be 
answered? 

This is a daily and an important question with 
correspondents in large or small business houses. 

If 50 per cent, yes, 25 or even 10 per cent of the 
letters mailed by large companies should receive 
answers, business men and correspondents alike would 
feel that their efforts in this direction were amply 
rewarded. 

Soliciting orders by letter is much more difficult 
than by personal interview—where the personality and 
magnetism of the salesman count in making the sale. 
In either case, whether the sale is made by a per- 
sonal call or by letter, the confidence of the customer 
must first be secured. A letter eliminates a good part 
of the personal element, yet it is possible to make 
the letter vibrate with such life and individuality that 
the reader at once gives the writer his confidence. 

A good correspondent aims when writing a letter 
to interest the prospective customer, then to create 
such a strong desire that the customer will order im- 
mediately. Should the desire thus created be weak 
the chances are that the customer will lay aside the 
letter and finally forget about it, or else his interest 
will gradually wane and he will decide not to buy. 
Therefore, it is important that the letter be so forci- 
ble that the recipient will answer it immediately. 

It is difficult to enumerate specific ways to secure 
answers, although suggestions may be given that will 
help correspondents. In general, it is well to ask 
questions, invite the customer’s confidence, excite 
curiosity and encourage him to write for free cata- 
logues, souvenirs, etc. 

(1) Ask questions; not personal ones, but leaders. 
Never shock your reader. Questions offering serv- 

ices or aid, as the following: ‘May we be of service 
to you?” “May we show you how our goods will 
make you a profit?” “May we assist you?” “Will 
it be to your advantage, etc.?” “Do you use goods 
of our line?” ' 

These questions are direct. The reader must 
answer them by mental process at least. By habit it 
has become second nature for all to answer in some 
way questions asked them. The correspondent seeks 
in his letter to so word his questions that they may 
be answered not mentally but on paper and imme- 
diately forwarded. 

‘Where traveling salesmen represent the house, and 
it is customary for them to call on all promising 
prospectives, the intentions of the inquirers may be 
answered by questions that hint at the expenditure of 
money, as for example: “Are you ready to. buy? 
We ask this question because our representative in- 
tends to make a special trip to see you; if you are not 
prepared to place your order kindly advise us at once, 
so as to avoid the loss of your own time.” 

The few questions enumerated all tend to inspire 
-onfidence, because they offer assistance, are unselfish 
and have in view the welfare of the customer. 

(2) The confidence of the customer may be se- 
ured in several ways. Where the goods are already 
n use, refer the prospective customer to some one 
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in his own town or county who is using them and will 
recommend them. Sentences indicating ability to 
look after the customer’s wants, superior quality of 
goods offered for sale and the reasons therefore, 
prompt service, a readiness to correct errors and to 
satisfy the customer at any reasonable cost all tend 
to inspire confidence. Confidence is also secured by 
impressing on the customer the sincerity of your wish 
to be of assistance to him, to help him make money, 
to do him a good turn; not merely to persuade him 
to part with his money. The buyer and seller should 
both be benefited in every transaction. 

(3) The curiosity of a custorner should be excited, 
but not shocked. Arouse such curiosity that the. cus- 
tomer will write for further particulars. If doubtful 
of making a sale by the first letter, yet desirous of 
an answer, then give just enough particulars to ex- 
cite the curiosity of the reader so that he will write 
for complete information. The following sentences 
are intended to arouse curiosity: “It will be a pleas- 
ure to offer you suggestioris whereby we can improve 
the efficiency of your shop.” “You have, have you 
not, a catalogue, and have observed therein the many 
practical helps which, if followed in your office, will 
make your business more profitable ?” 

(4) Get close to your customers. Make them feel 
that you are acting in their interest. Show them how 
to make money by the proper handling of your goods. 
Tell them to call on you whenever in need of infor- 
mation, and that you are at their service. Sympa- 
thize with them in. their misfortunes, congratulate 
them on their successes and encourage them in their 
“‘hobbies,” 

(5) Mechanical means of encouraging customers 
to answer letters are provided by the use of stamped 
envelopes, or return postal cards, order blanks and 
self addressed envelopes. These should be used spar- 
ingly, for an indiscriminate use is unprofitable. Every 
time a stamped envelope is enclosed for a reply, it 
is advisable to keep a record of the name, and at the 
expiration of a sufficient time for an answer, write 
again, and in a polite way call attention to the stamped 
envelope enclosed in the former letter. Stamped en- 
velopes, however, do not influence the customer to 
answer, they only make it easier to do so. 

(6) Courtesy.—Every line of the letter should teem 
with courtesy. It costs but small effort to be polite, 
and the returns for the investment outside of satis- 
faction to yourself will be large. The inquiry of the 
small buyer should receive as courteous treatment as 
that of the large buyer for the small buyer’s chances 
of rapid growth are proportionately better than those 
of the already established large buyer; the small 
buyer may be a large buyer to-morrow and he will 
likely remember any favors received in his early 
struggles for success. 

All in all’a good business letter should never of- 
fend the customer; it should win his confidence and 
make him favorably. disposed toward the person or 
firm writing it. Human sympathy and warm heart- 
edness, fortunately, have an important place in busi- 
ness, and the more sunshine is spread through busi- 
ness letters the better for mankind in general—Wm.

A COLLAPSIBLE ASH-PAN. 








The removal of ashes from a stove or furnace is a 
most annoying detail of household work. The ash- 
pan is usually overfilled and cannot be removed with- 
out spilling. Furthermore, a large quantity of ashes 
is sure to collect in the ash-box around the pan, and 
this it is difficult to remove without raising clouds of 
ash dust. As a remedy for these evils, says the Scien- 
tific American, Mr. F. A. Bagby, of Louisville, Ky., 
has invented a collapsible pan, so arranged that when 
lifted out from under the grate it opens up into a deep 
bucket quite large enough to contain the entire charge 
of ashes. In addition to this, the pan is provided with 
a hopper, which catches all the dust falling from the

grate and directs it into the pan proper. As may be 
seen in the engraving, the pan consists of three sec- 
tions, the bottom one being in the form of an open 
box or tray, the middle one an open frame embracing 
the middle frame. Each of the frames is formed with 
inwardly-projecting flanges at the top and bottom 
adapted to engage an outwardly-extending flange on 
the section it embraces. A bail is pivoted to the upper 
frame, and when this bail is, lifted, the pan sections 
will assume: the positions shown in Fig. 2. In Fig. 1 
the sections are shown in their telescoped position 
with the hopper in place. ‘This hopper is extensible, 
being formed of secticns slidable one upon another. 
This permits of adjusting the hopper to various sizes 
of grates. With the hopper in positicn, the capacity 
of the pan is doubled. The hopper may be folded 
small enough to be nested into the cotlapsed pan, thus 
making a very small and compact package for storage 
or shipment.

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MITER PATTERNS FOR SKYLIGHT BARS. 


NO. 1. 
BY LOUIS OEHRING. 


Like all patterns developed for sheet-metal work, 
skylight miter patterns are developed from the prin- 
ciples of projection drawing, it being required to pro- 
ject one\view into another, in which various sections, 
elevations and plans are required. To know what 
views are required, it will be necessary to do some 
reasoning. Try and see the requirements in your 
mind’s eye. This can be best accomplished by illus- 
trating the various steps by assuming a problem. We 
will consider that we have a skylight that is to be of

the hipped type, and is to have a valley. Such a sky- 
light is shown in Fig. 1. ABCDEF is the plan. 
GHIJK is an elevation of such a skylight. Ag F, 
Bc and at C and D are hips, while at c E will require 
a valley. The miters necessary for this skylight are: 


Curb, inside and outside miter. 

Plain bar, at curb and ridge. 

Ridge, at hips and hip and valley intersections. 
Hip, at curb and ridge. 

Plain bar, mitering both sides at top into hip, 
Jack bar, at top mitering into hip. 

Valley bar, at curb and ridge. 

Plain bar, one side at top mitering into ridge, 
other into hip. - 
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9. Bar, bottom end mitering into valley bar. 

10. Bar, bottom end, one side mitering into valley 
bar, the other into curb. 

11. Will be the same as 8. 

12. Hip bar, to miter into angle of ridge. 

These miters are to be developed complete, so no 
trimming will be required. The caps for the various 
bars will be treated as a separate problem. 

Skylights are constructed to various pitches. For 
the class of skylights here shown, one-third pitch is 
used as a general standard. One-third pitch means the 
height to equal one-third of the span, the span being 
the width or shortest side, as A F or CD, Fig. 1. 

After patterns of this class of skylights have been 
developed, they are usually cut onto short pieces of 
metal, of like width of the material required for the 
bar, and saved. The size of the skylight will not alter 
the shape of the miter, as long as the shape of the bar, 
or the pitch of the skylight, is not changed. 

The use of the patterns, and getting the lengths of 
the bars, will be treated later in this article. 

The Plain Bar.—The first consideration will be the

shape of the plain bar. There are a great many shapes 
of skylight bars. Their merits are not to be consid- 
ered within the scope of this article. 

For this skylight will be used the shape shown in 
Fig. 2 at F. This is the most common bar used in 
skylight work. 

To get the pattern for this bar, an elevation will be 
required as well as the section of the curb and ridge. 
Draw the line A B, and at right angles draw the line 
CB. At this place it will be well to consider from 
which part of the bar the measurement is to be taken. 
We will here assume that the glass line is to be taken 
as the measuring point. Then draw line DE, Fig. 2, 
with an inclination equal to the pitch of the skylight, 
this line to be the glass line of the bar. On this line 
construct the shape of the bar, the section of it being 
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shown at F; through the various points draw the lines 
parallel to DE; at H construct the shape of the ridge 
bar; the sides upon which the glass rests are to have 
the proper inclination to have the glass lie flat on the 
surface of the bar. At G construct the curb 
bar, sometimes called the gutter bar. The shape 
of this is also arbitrary. This is more varied 
than the bar itself. It may be noted here that the 
glass line of this curb coincides with the outside di- 
mension af the wood curb, which is not necessary. On 
some curbs the glass rest is outside the line of the 
wood curb; on others it is inside the line. If this is 
the case additions or deductions must be made accord- 
ingly, when miters are transferred to the material from 
which the bars are to be made. KL represents the 
line through which the section of the bar is taken. 
Now draw M L at right angles to DE; on it set off 
the stretchout of the bar, as shown by the numerals 
from 1 to 11. At b of bar note that the glass rest of 
curb extends into the bar and the material of the curb 
is doubled. The pattern at the curb will have to be 
notched to provide for this. The width of the notch 
is found by drawing a line parallel to D E to the sec- 
tion F, and the distance 8 a is transferred to line M L 
of pattern at 8a’ and 4a’. Through the points on line 
M L draw lines parallel to DE as shown. From the 
elevation of the bar, draw lines at-right angles to D E 
from the points of intersection of the curb and ridge of 
the pattern to the lines representing the same lines. 
Through the points thus established, draw the irregu- 
lar line at OP and the line at N Q, and note the 
notches at b’. This completes the pattern for the plain 
bar shown at 2, Fig. 1; (a) is the curb miter and (b) 
the ridge miter.

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THOSE TIN ROOFING SPECIFICATIONS. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


Will you please do me a favor and correct one sen- 
tence which appeared in your issue of Dec. 22 onthe 
tin roofing specifications. The article as _ printed 
quotes me as saying only one cleat is necessary to 
each sheet for “flat lock” tin roofing. To make the 
matter clear, I will state, for flat leek roofing using 
14x20 tin, two cleats are used on the long edge of 
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the sheet and one cleat on the short edge. If the 
notches have been cut too large at the corners of a 
sheet it is necessary to place an extra cleat at the 
seam. ‘ 

Standing seam roofing 14x20 tin requires one cleat 
directly above the cross seams joining the sheéets to- 
gether, and at least one cleat between the cross seams, 
thus making a continuous row of cleats, spaced about 
six and one-half inches apart.

During the winter, when plans are made for build- 
ings to be erected in the spring, it is a good time to 
remember the recommendations made to the National 
Association of Master Sheet Metal Workers at its last 
convention by a special committee of manufacturers 
and roofers, as follows: 


“In the erection of buildings we believe the roof 
construction receives less attention than any other 
part. Sheathing boards are often of an inferior qual- 
ity—green lumber, warped and sometimes of uneven 
thickness. In fact, any old kind of material is thought 
fit for this work because it is to be covered over. The 
pitch of the roof is often at fault. Gutters are not 
properly graded. How often has the roofer laid his 
tin in the gutter only to find the water standing there 
after the first rain? We believe architects and builders 
should give more attention to the construction of the 
roof, the character of sheathing boards and the gra- 
ding of the gutters, and that it is the duty of the roofer 
to call their attention to these defects in building con- 
struction.”

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Trade Report. 


PIG IRON. 

Owing to the London market being closed from 
Friday until Thursday, little business was carried 
on and that within a narrow range of prices. On 
Thursday tin was sold at $42.60, Friday and Monday 
at $42.70. From now until after the first of the year 
the markets will practically be at a standstill. By ad- 
vancing prices well informed men in the trade are 
looking for an increase in business during January. 
At American ports the receipts since the first of De- 
cember amount to about 3,858 tons, which are un- 
doubtedly in excess of consumption. The afloats 
amount to about 2,215 tons. 





The New Year will bring a revision of pig iron 
schedules. January shipments are now appearing 
under the classification of “spot delivery.” February 
1 the freight rates from the Birmingham district will 
be increased 45 cents a ton, thus making the haul to 
Chicago $4.35 instead of $3.90, the present rate. The 
second quarter deliveries have advanced 50 cents a 
ton while the best price in the local market for the 
third quarter is $18.50. Virginia furnaces, which will 
not sell for any period less than six months, have 
established a basis of $23 for first half, $22 for the 
last six months, and $21 for shipments spread over 
the entire year. Northern furnaces are asking $22.50 
to $23 for Malleable Bessemer and No. 2 Foundry, 
delivered Chicago, which are remarkably lower than 
those of the Birmingham and Virginia districts. The 
minimum asked for Charcoal grades over the first 
half is $25.50, f. o. b. Chicago, while $26.50 to $27 is 
quoted for prompt delivery. The following are the 
quotations for March and April shipments including 
the 45-cent advance in freight rates on Southern 
grades.

The scarcity of iron for delivery for the first half 
of 1907 is causing the dealers considerable trouble in 
the Cleveland market. One dealer was compelled to 
enter the market with foreign iron, in order to suppl; 
Many furnaces have 
sold their entire output for 1907 and the majority are 
said to have sold three-fourths of their entire output 
for the third quarter. Foundrymen are facing a seri- 
ous situation of affairs at present—not only are they 
deprived of buying iron for prompt shipment for the 
first half, but a number of them find it impossible to 
get the material contracted for for the last half of 
the 1906 delivery. It is also impossible for them to 
get Southern iron for which they contracted. No 
quotations will be given for Northern No. 2 for either 
spot shimpent or first half. The following quotations 
are given for the last half, f. o. b.

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for shipment, little relief can be afforded, and tonnage 
is accumulating in mill yards. Premiums are offered 
for immediate delivery. 

Soft steel bars and bands, 1.76¥2c, half extras; soft 
steel angles, less than 3x3, 8614c; hoops, 2.16'%c base, 
full extras; old rail stock, 1.70c. We quote bar iron 
from stock, 2.20c; full extras; soft steel rounds and 
squares, 3 inches and larger, $2 per 100 pounds base; 
flats, 2 inches to 4 inches by 1% inch and larger, $2 
per 100 pounds base; 4% inches by 5 inches and 6 
inches by 5-16 inch and thicker, $2 per 100 pounds 
base; all ovals, half rounds, $2 per 100 pounds base ; 
steel bands, $2.00 half extras; soft steel hoops, 2.40c 
to 2.50c full extras. Other sizes not mentioned above, 
$2 per 100 pounds base plus half extras. 


COPPER. 

The demands of consumers have been filled at high- 
er prices. Friday closed at £106 15s for spot and 
£108 5s for futures. It is reported that the United 
Metals Selling Company has temporarily withdrawn 
all offers for April shipment. It is also believed that 
prices will reach the 25-cent level, and well informed 
men say that the consumption has as yet not been 
lessened owing to the high prices. 


WIRE AND WIRE NAILS. 

The great demand for wire products continues, 
while contracts are made for deliveries as far ahead 
as the mills will accept them. The market is very 
active and prices continue about the same. 

Wire nails, jobbers’ carload lots, $2; retailers’ car- 
load lots, $2.05; less than carloads, $2.10; painted 
barb wire, $2.15, for jobbers in carloads; retailers 
in carloads, $2.20; and less than carloads, $2.30, with 
30c for galvanizing; plain wire, $1.85 for jobbers and 
$1.90 by carload. 

Wire nails, $2.15; painted barbed wire, $2.30; gal- 
vanized barbed wire, $2.60; smooth annealed wire, 
$2.30; polished staples, $2.30; galvanized staples, 
$2.55. Carload lots to retailers, five cents higher ; less 
than carload, 15 cents higher. 

The stocks of the Chicago barb wire market are 
very low while mill warehouses are practically de- 
pleted. 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

To-day the absorbing topic of interest in the pig iron 
trade is what prices will be during the latter half of next 
year. As for the first half of 1907, there can be no question. 
The great bulk of the iron that can be delivered during that 
time has been sold, and the prices are fixed beyond change. 
Never before in the history of the iron trade have the fur- 
naces entered the new year with their order books so well 
filled as at the present time. Probably 90 per cent of all the 
iron that can be made during the first quarter of the year 
has been already sold, and it is likely that considerably more 
than 75 per cent of the iron that can be made during the sec- 
ond quarter of the year is under contract. The bulk of the 
buying recently has been for delivery over the third and 
fourth quarters of the year, and the great and vitally impor- 
tant question that consumers are asking themselves is whether 
to buy now for that far ahead delivery, or to take his chances 
and wait. For the past six months every man who has taken 
his chances and waited has found that he has paid heavily for 
his delay. Every week that he put off buying cost him money. 
So some consumers have dearly realized that delays are 
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dangerous. The furnaces are asking between three and four 
dollars more for spot iron than for iron for shipment July 
through December of next year,—so that it is possible to con- 
tract for future delivery without paying the present top of 
the market. Many of the consumers who are putting off 
buying argue that the present prices of iron will necessarily 
tend to check consumption, and in this way will cure them- 
selves. There are others who believe that the prosperity of 
the country is so great and so wide-spread that the demand 
for pig iron will keep on indefinitely as it is at present, and 
therefore that existing strenuous conditions are not likely 
to end for a long time to come. Some of the best posted 
men in the country take this view of the situation, and a few 
of them affirm that it is their conviction that prices of pig 
iron will be $30.00 before they are less. There are others 
who believe that abundant crops are really the barometer 
of business,—that until we know what the harvests of next 
year are going to be we cannot predict prices of pig iron for 
the last half. Then there is the mechanical argument that 
pig iron prices swing like a pendulum, and that what goes up 
has to go down. This is true enough, but it does not help, 
as no one knows the length of the upward swing. There 
are many arguments pro and con, and consumers are not 
finding it an easy matter these days to decide whether to 
buy or not to buy. A number tell us that they are adopting 
the old rule—“When in doubt buy half.” But one thing is 
sure, and that is to-day the market is firmer and stronger than 
at any time since the advance began. 

Che holiday week has not meant a holiday in the trade 
at all. Business has been going on just as usual. The only 
thing that has changed is the car situation, which is growing 
steadily worse. Several of the great Southern lines are re- 
fusing to allow their own cars to leave their own rails, and 
will only load them for local points. As the supply of for- 
eign cars is limited this rule is a terrible hardship. 

Of course coke is keeping pig iron company. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report. 

The week has shown no change in pig iron prices for 
various deliveries. The feature has been the increased in- 
quiry and buying for delivery during the last half of next 
year. Inquiries and orders continue for prompt delivery or 
for shipment during January by those foundries which have 
either underestimated their consumption or find themselves 
confronting a shortage on account of lack of deliveries on 
contracts previously made. The only iron that can be offered 
for really prompt shipment is the foreign iron, which is com- 
ing over in fair quantities, although the tonnage is not large 
and the unusual delay of one of the vessels coming into Phila- 
delphia last week caused much inconvenience among con- 
sumers in that neighborhood. 

Consumption during the next two weeks will probably 
average lighter than any other weeks in the year, on account 
of the position of the holidays making it almost compulsory 
with many plants to close down from Saturday night until 
Wednesday. This is being done in a number of instances and 
will influence consumption accordingly. 

On account of irregularity of car supply and consequent 
difficulty in obtaining continuous and reliable supply of raw 
material, many furnaces are running on whatever they can 
lay their hands on in both iron ore and coke, and such prac- 
tice naturally has resulted in the making of a larger percen- 
tage of low grade iron than would be usual. It is possible, 
of course, to sell these low grade lots promptly and at a good 
figure, but makes it impossible to ship on contracts calling 
for higher grades which under ordinary conditions furnace 
could be very easily expected to manufacture. Conditions 
tending toward anything like satisfactory manufacture and 
shipment in the South are very bad, with little prospect of 
improvement. It is reported that there is a largely increas- 
ing accumulation of iron on furnace yards at that point, every 
pound of which is sold and consumers anxiously waiting its 
shipment. 

The year passes out with phenomenal record for pro- 
duction and consumption in all lines. Records have been 
broken without number, and while the tonnage of uncom 
pleted contracts for both raw and finished material carried 
over into 1907 will be larger than ever, the business accom- 
plished during 1906 has been on such a large scale that high 
records will be made. Pig iron production in the United 
States is variously estimated at from twenty-five million to 
twenty-five and a half million tons. When actual figures are 
obtainable it would not be surprising to see the latter figure 
more nearly reached than the even million. 

Coke continues strong and in excellent demand, with pro- 
duction and quality much hampered by irregularity in car 
supply and lack of labor. Lack of labor may be said to be 
an absolute truth during the present week, as this is the 
one time when labor in the coke fields is practically irre- 
sponsible.
